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Continuation of 5, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submitted an Invention Disclosure 
evidencing conception at least as early as June 7, 2000. Applicant also submitted a Letter from International Business Machines 
Corporation (IBM) forwarding the Confidential Invention Disclosure to Counsel dated October 1 1 , 2000. However Applicant does not 
submit any evidence of actual reduction to practice between the dates of 06/07/2000 and 10/02/2000. Furthermore, Invention Disclosure 
filed 3/16/2004 indicates, "[The invention] allows a person to embed a symbol or icon into an e-mail message. When the e-mail is received 
from the e-mail sender, the e-mail recipient can choose to click on the symbol or icon and a voice/phone conference is initiated between 
the e-mails sender, receiver and others identified in the voice conference list". However Applicant does not submit any evidence to show 
how one of ordinary skill in the art is able to create the disclosed features. More specifically, the Invention Disclosure fails to explain how 
one of ordinary skill in the art is able to initiate a PSTN/VoIP conference call by simply clicking on an icon embed in an e-mail message. 
Section 2138.04 of the MPEP states, "Conception is established when the invention is made sufficiently clear to enable one skilled in the 
art to reduce it to practice without the exercise of extensive experimentation or the exercise of inventive skill" . 
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
